Army  Medal  Of  Honor 
Exhibit  BYU-Bound 


The  extraordinary  courage  of  those 
soldiers  who  have  placed  their  lives  on 
the  line  for  their  country  is  the  subject 
of  a special  exhibit  on  the  Army  Medal 
of  Honor  coming  to  Provo,  Oct.  23-28. 

Entitled  “Above  and  Beyond  the 
Call  of  Duty,”  the  display  traces  the 
history  of  the  medal  from  its  origin  in 
the  Civil  War,  with  special  emphasis  on 
the  valor  of  those  awarded  the  medal 
for  heroism  in  Vietnam. 

Visitors  to  the  display,  which  will 
appear  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  Lobby 
at  BYU  will  see  actual  Army  Medals  of 


Honor  as  they  were  first  cast,  and  the 
medal  as  it  is  today.

Presently  you  pay.  Gary  Carlson 
of  the  Computer  Center  is  the 
Chairman  of  an  Identification 
Card  Committee.  There  is  a plan 
afoot  to  make  the  identification 
cards  similar  to  a credit  card.  This 
card  would  have  a picture  and 
machine-readable  characters 
telling  your  name  and  number. 
Future  uses  include  possible 
library  checkout  and  food  service 
uses. 

The  cost  has  been  a problem  for 
the  past  ten  years.  It  probably  will 
remain  a student  cost.  There  is  a 
possibility  it  could  be  collected  at 
the  time  of  registration  as  part  of 
an  additional  “lab  fee,”  thus 
making  the  cards  “free.”  Faulty 
reasoning?

ASSERTS  DEMO  CONCESSION  HOPES  FOR  MIRACLE  JEERS  HECKLERS  if  S'' 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Richard  M. 
Nixon  began  the  final  two  weeks  of  his 
White  House  campaign  Monday  with 
an  assertion  that  Vice  President  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey  “now  concedes  that  he 
cannot  win  the  popular  vote.” 

The  Republican  presidential  nominee 
claimed  that  his  Democratic  rival  had 
shown  this  by  saying  he  did  not 
necessarily  believe  the  popular  vote 
winner  should  be  automatically 
selected  president  should  the  decision 
go  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Nixon  said  the  only  way  Humphrey 
can  win  the  presidency  is  if  tliird  party 
candidate  George  C.  Wallace  captures 
enough  support  to  deadlock  the 
Electoral  College,  thus  sending  the 
decision  to  the  House. 

Nixon  said  that  is  not  going  to 
happen. 

“His  only  hope,”  Nixon  said  of 
Humphrey,  “is  to  get  Mr.  Wallace 
enough  votes  in  enough  states  to  deny 
Nixon  the  Electoral  College.” 

“He  now  concedes  that  he  cannot 
win  the  popular  vote,”  Nixon  said. 

Humphrey  said  in  a Sunday 
television  appearance  that  he  thought 
he  could  govern  the  nation  effectively 
even  if  he  won  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  after  losing  the 
popular  vote. 

He  said  he  intended  to  “stand  by 
constitutional  procedures”  and  would 
not  rule  out  serving  if  elected  in  the 
House. 

Nixon  made  the  comments  in 
restating  his  refusal  to  participate  in 
any  campaign  debate  which  would 
involve  Wallace.  He  said  Wallace  would 
be  the  major  beneficiary  in  a three-man 
debate. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  opened  the  final  two  weeks 
of  his  campaign  Monday  bubbling 
about  the  improvement  in  his  political 
health  and  predicting  a Democratic 
miracle  on  election  day. 

In  the  state  where  tlie  Democratic 
senatorial  candidate  is  Paul  O’Dwyer,  a 
peace  candidate  who  has  refused  to 
support  him,  Humphrey  pictured 
himself  as  a man  of  peace  who  has 
“not  supported  massive  escalation’ 
and  has  sought  “de-escalation  and 
bombing  pauses.” 

He  said  his  opponent,  Republican 
Richard  M.  Nixon,  “has  not  had  the 
foresight  of  a man  of  peace.” 

As  a measure  of  Humphrey’s  concern 
for  the  New  York  State’s  massive  bloc 
of  electoral  votes,  this  was  the  vice 
president’s  fourth  visit  to  the  state  in 
11  days,  and  he  expressed  confidence 
that  New  York  will  “tip  the  scale.” 

Humphrey  told  party  district  leaders, 
mainly  from  the  New  York  City  area, 
that  “two  weeks  ago  I wasn’t  feeling  so 
good  politically.  Today  I’m  feeling 
good  physically  and  politically.” 

Humphrey  suggested  that  there  had 
been  some  dark  days  in  the  campaign, 
when  it  had  been  even  difficult  to  rise 
to  face  a new  day.  But  he  said-to  a 
volley  of  loud  applause-that  he  had 
decided  that  if  only  he  and  his  wife 
were  left,  “I  wasn’t  about  to  let 
Richard  Milhous  Nixon  become 
president  of  the  United  States.”

WHAT  PRESSURE 

Editor: 

M.  James  Call  asked  Wednesday 
about  the  “type  of  pressure”  applied 
to  get  three  faculty  members  to 
remove  their  beards.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  only  type  of  pressure  a 
university  can  exert  is  a threat  of  salary 
cut  or  termination.  It  also  seems  to  me 
a reasonable  estimate  that  the  majority 
of  faculty,  members  at  BYU  are  taking 
two-to-three  thousand-dollar-a-year 
salary  losses  to  teach  here  so  this  only 
available  kind  of  “pressure”  is  certainly 
a weak  one  indeed. 

When  I first  considered  coming  to 
BYU  the  consequent  salary  loss  was  a 
real  deterrent.  As  I visited  and 
interviewed  BYU  professors,  it  actually 
emerged  as  an  inducement.  I was 
tremendously  impressed  that  hundreds 
of  teachers  were  here  because  they 
wanted  to  put  their  energies  and 
talents  into  something  unique  and 
great  in  higher  education.  They  and 
their  families  were  willing  to  put  up 
with  a good  deal  of  inconvenience  to 
that  end-like  losing  $300  a montli 


salary  for  a 60-hour  week,  and  then 
being  asked  if  your  travel 
reimbursement  claim  is  for  a standard 
car  or  a compact  car  (three  cents  a mile 
less). 

As  with  most  of  the  student  body, 
most  of  the  faculty  need  only  to  be 
shown  where  a certain  action  will  be 
advantageous  to  Brigham  Young 
University  and  they  are  ready  to 
pursue  that  action.  Simply  put,  most 
of  us-faculty  and  students-are  proud 
of  a great  University  with  a unique 
destiny.

“Enemy  of  the  People,”  has  tried  to 
create  an  aura  of  honesty  in  his  current 
production. 

When  Joseph  is  chased  by  an  an^y 
mob,  he  is  a weak,  grubbing  human 
with  real  temptations.  His  life  and 
purpose  becomes  more  tangible  and 
valuable  with  each  threatened  minute. 

As  some  people  desert  the  cause, 
agonizing  doubts  hit  Joseph  and  the 
audience  begins  to  feel  his  pain  and 
wonder  from  whence  he  derives  his 
strength.  Then  we  begin  to  understand 
his  greatness. 


“The  Brothers”  strives  for  physical 
actor-audience  rapport.  Though 
lighting  effects  will  be  used,  the  actors 
will  not  use  makeup  and  will  wear 
modern  dress- techniques  designed  to 
avoid  fakeness. 

The  actors  are  doing  all  the  ushering 
and  will  be  sitting  with  the  audience 
while  not  in  the  Arena.  The  natural, 
awkward  enthusiasm  of  the  child  and 
teen  actors  has  been  allowed  to  survive 
rather  than  “force”  professionalism. 
The  effect  is  one  of  a warm  fireside 
story-telling  session  with  good  friends. 

The  players  and  author  are  local. 
Metten  decided  that  too  many 
“ancient”  plays  (anything  from 
“Macbeth”  to  “My  Fair  Lady”)  have 
been  at  BYU  and  he’s  using  local  plays 
this  school  year. 

Actually,  Christie  Lund  Coles  is  a 
widely  published  poet  and  is  the 
author  *of  the  Mormon  musical,  “The 
Red  Plush  Parlor.”
